the Army Has Not Been 


Properly Handled. 


MANILA, July 11. via Hongkong. 


July' 17—The newspaper 
correspon- 


dents here, chafing under the strict 
censorship exercised in relation to their 
dispatches,, on July 9th presented the 
following tit General Otis: 
"The undersigned, being all staff 
correspondents of American newspa- 
pers stationed at Manila, unite In the 
following statement: 


"We believe that from official dis- 


patches made public in Washington. 
the people of the United States have 
not received a correct impression of 
the situation in the Philippines, but 
that these dispatches have presented 
an ultra ootimistic view that is not 
shared by the general officers In the 
field. We believe that the dispatches 
incorrectly represent the existing con- 
ditions among the Philippines In re- 
spect to dissension and demoralization 
resulting from the American campaign 
and to the brigand character of their 
army. 


"We believe that the dispatches err 
in the declaration 'that the situation 
is well in hand,' and the assumption 
that the insurrection can be speedily 
ended without a greatly increased 
force. 
"We think the tenacity of the Fili- 


pino purpose has been underestimated, 
and that the statements are unfounded 
that volunteers are willing to engage 
In further service. 
"The censorship has compelled us 


to participate in this misrepresenta- 
tion by excising or altering uncontro- 
vei'ted statements of facts on the plea 
as 
General Otis slated, 'that they 


would alarm the people at' home,' or 
•have the people of the .United States 
by the ears.' 
"Specifications: Prohibition of hos- 


pital reports; suppression of full re- 
port of field operations In the event of 
failure; numbers of heat prostrations 
in the field: systematic minimization 
of naval operations and suppression 
of complete reports of the situation.

It seemed to be the opinion of 
the cabinet members that the matter 
was too small to be dignified by any 
notice.

patches, which had been BO full and 
satisfactory to the authorities earlier 
in 
the • campaign, had 
practically 


ceased to come since the early part 
of June, the inference being that the 
correspondents had heen driven from 
the field by the rainy season. 
The 


anxiety was increased by the apparent 
reluctance of General Otis to give de- 
sired information, his grudging replies 
to queries about the men he would 
need in the fall, and hts\stubborn re- 
iteration thnt 
30.000 men would he 


enough for all purposes. 
This was his 


estimate six months ago; yet for four 
months his force aggregated'over 4f),00lt 
and hardly an Inch of ground was 
pained from the insurgents after May 
1. 
For four months official telegrams 


ha^l como from General Otis, clinging 
to his belief that the rebellion was 
(ivor. and only now, when events have 
justified none of the series of rosy pre- 
diftlons. it Is beginning to be openly 
admitted that Oeneral Otis has no" 
ktimvR what was going on in the coun- 
try under his control, and that he has 
failed to form any adequate idea „ 
the Filipino character.

might be relieved uf much of the re- 
sponsibility t,t the actual campaign, 
to devote more time in administering 
affairs in the rest of the islands."

nated and that he was disposed to have 
he widest latitude commensurate with 
lilitary necessity given to the Ameri- 


can correspondents throughout the is- 
ands. 
When the latest disclosures 
regarding the petty annoyances corre- 
spondents have met are officially sub- 
stantiated, as in all probability they 
will speedily be, orders from Washing-

It is the impresKkm that the gist, if 


not the entire subject matter of the

NEW YORK, July 18.—The "World" 
this morning- prints a story about the 
proposed formation of the mightiest 
trust in the known world, saying; 


It is to be the grand climax of the 


financial development of the nineteenth 
century and the cultivation of the won- 
derful era of combination And organi- 
zation whch have recently become al- 
most all-embracing. 


The combined capital of this stupen- 
dous enterprise almost surpasses com* 
prehension, while its power will b* 
greater than that exercised by any set 
of men on the face of ths earth, save 
that of organized governments. Its re- 
sources will be second only in this 
country to that of the United States 
government, and its Influences will ex.- 
tena to every state. It will, indeed, at 
this time, be impossible to set the limi- 
latlims of this coalition to which the 
i&ndency of the times has at lost 
brought the railroads of the country 
under the direction of J. Plerpont Mor- 
gan, Its master financier. 


The new organization is to be noth- 


ing less than the "railroad trust,"under 
whose protection all the railroad sys- 
tems of the country are about, to array 
themselves. 
The main object of the 


tru.it is to mantain rates and to elimi- 
nate expensive competition as much as 
possible by the division of the territory.
